Make the Hammerhead safe ! 


Bar Hill School Governors have 
started a campaign to eliminate traffic 
in the Hammerhead at the beginning and 
end of school times. This follows a 
steady increase in the number of par- 
ents parking immediately in front of the 
school instead of using the car parks 
provided. There have also been sev- 
eral reports of incidents involving chil- 
dren and cars and the Governors in- 
tend to take direct action to encourage 
parents to help reduce this unnecessary 
risk and make the approach to school 

er for everyone. 


Julian Finbow, the Parent Governor 
who is co-ordinating the campaign said 
“With children in danger we cannot and 
will not wait until something serious hap- 
pens. The Council cannot restrict park- 
ing in the Hammerhead and so it is up 
to everyone to think carefully about 
whether they are prepared to help pro- 
tect other people’s children. With the 
extensive amount of car parking at 
Tesco available just yards from the 
school there is no excuse for having to 
drive right up to the school.”

With reference to the letter in the 
February issue of the Bar Hill News, 
concerning the proposed re-develop- 
ment by Tesco, I would like to com- 
ment on several points it raised: 

1. I think it was a good idea for 
Tesco to have been given the opportu- 
nity to discuss with the Primary school 
children the benefits the proposed en- 
largement of their store will bring to the 

e 

The children are part of the com- 
munity; ina few years they will be teen- 
agers, some probably employees of 
Tesco, and many of them customers, 
so it will help to cultivate interest and 
pride in their village as they grow up. 

2. 475 extra jobs were mentioned; 
I don’t suppose this means there will 
be 475 extra staff all on at the same 
time, they are more likely to be spread 
over various shifts throughout the week. 

3. On the subject of the Mall and 
the derelict Garden Centre, it seems that 
Tesco have been waiting for planning 
permission for these areas, without 
which improvements and alterations 
cannot go ahead. 

4. Car Parking - The car parks are 
well laid out and situated in relation to 
the store, as well maintained as any I 
have seen and certainly not unsightly. 

5. Traffic problems - it was stated 
that the redevelopment would increase 
the traffic problems on the A14. 

Looking at this from another angle, 
it could well be that the traffic is reduced 
slightly by the Tesco store being at Bar 
Hill, for instance residents of the village 
can do a large part of their shopping at 
Tesco instead of having to drive along 
the A1l4. As anumber of residents are 
Tesco staff, they also have no need to 
use the A14 for gettting to and from 
work. Of the remainder of the work- 
force, the majority probably come in 
from local villages, from some of which 
the Al4 can be crossed into Bar Hill 
without actually driving along it, and the 
staff who do have to use the A14 are 
probably only on it for a short time. 

This also applies to customers com- 
ing in who would otherwise have to 
spend more time on the A14 to get to 
other stores to do their shopping. I ac- 
knowledge that only having one road in 
and out of Bar Hill could create prob- 
lems, but as the staff and customers 
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leave at varying times, normally ina 
steady flow, these would most likely be 
kept toa minimum should they arise. 
Iam anewcomer to the village, but 
I sometimes wonder what the people | 
who have been born here and grown 
up here imagine Bar Hill would have 


been like without Tesco.

Ihave lived in Bar Hill for 28 years 
and can remember how Bar Hill was, 
and how difficult it was to live here be- 
fore Tesco stores came. 


As well as raising the value of hous- 
ing I would say that Tesco have, in real 
terms, done more to enable a better 
standard of living at reduced cost than 
any Bank or Government organization. 

Despite what some folks say, I still 
think that Tesco can be trusted in their 
development plans; they have in my view 
always been reasonable about practi- 
cal suggestions and far-sighted in their 
strategy. 

They cannot be held to blame for all 
the slownesss in development of com- 
merce or road plans or delays. Much 
of this is due to local and national Gov- 
ernment policy, and also the lack of in- 
fluence that our politicians seem to have 
with Government Ministers. 

[have had no real problem with traf- 
fic into and out of Bar Hill due to the 
impact of Tesco; most has been due to 
A14 snarl-ups, but I am concerned 
about the lack of secondary access and 
isolation in the case of fire and ambu- 
lance need - here people and property 
are indeed at risk. 

But what if Tesco should pull out? 
Speculation, but possible, for in this 
competitive world they must make 
money to survive, to survive they must 
grow, and to grow, they need space for 
themselves and customers.

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Hospital 
This hospital discharge scheme, man- 
aged by Care Network with joint 
Health and Social Services funding, is 
currently seeking volunteers, 


All out of pocket expenses (includ- 
ing a car mileage rate) are paid and 
volunteers receive training. Patients are 
assessed according to their individual 
needs, but it is people living alone and 
with no immediate care available on 
discharge who benefit most from the 
service. Volunteers can provide help and 
company for patients who may have a 
Social Services Package of care as well 
as those with no such package. This 
scheme can last up to two weeks from 
discharge with a maximum of 7 visits. 

The success of the scheme depends 
solely on the volunteers who give their 
valuable time. Last year’s recruitment 
drive through the pages of the parish 
magazines was instrumental in enabling 
the scheme to begin its work. 

If you can spare any time to help 
someone adjust to life back home from 
hospital, PLEASE contact the co- 
ordinator at the address or phone num- 
ber below. No particular skills are 
needed; just a caring nature and com- 
mon sense! The duties will be very 
simple, such as making a hot drink or 
light meal, warming the house, perhaps 
a bit of shopping - really just making 
sure the person is all right and has what 
they need, usually only taking up an hour 
of your time each visit. 

Enquiries are welcome from volun- 
teers with or without their own trans- 
port. 

If you are interested in volunteering 
for this rewarding work, please contact

Last month I ~ 
complained in this article 
about the waterlogged state of 
the football pitches in Bar Hill and the 
fact that most of the Colts teams are 
quickly gaining a fixture backlog. Well, 
has the situation improved? The answer 
is yes, but only as a result of the School 
pitch being playable, home fixtures be- 
eo: re-arranged as away games, and in 

the case of the Under 16 and 17 teams, 
hiring of pitches out of the Village. In 
particular, our thanks go to Cottenham 
Village College who have “adopted” the 
Under 17’s and rented to us the use of 
their facilities for “as long as it takes”. 
Most casual observers probably think, 
so what if the Bar Hill teams have to 
play all of their games out of the Vil- 
lage? If only it were that simple. The 
situation affects not only the Colts but 
also the Adult teams and apart from the 
inconvenience of extra travel, costs are 
incurred for pitch hire (one location in 
Cambridge charges £42 for the use of 
@b facilities). Obviously these addi- 
tional costs are a drain on scarce finan- 
cial resources for all of the Clubs con- 
cerned. More importantly the current 
waterlogged state of the Village Green 
highlights the fact that Bar Hill contin- 
ues to be inadequately served for sports 
facilities when compared to many, of- 
ten smaller, villages. Is it not time that a 
proper Sports facility were established 
to serve all requirements? 


A word of sympathy also needs to 
go to Fred Stiles. Fred spends a lot of 
hours looking after the pitch on the Vil- 
lage Green, and despite keeping it 
marked out is, I know, totally frustrated 
that the Village teams cannot use the 
facility. 

Below are the latest League posi- 
tions for our teams. However, many still 
have games in hand over their oppo- 
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nents and therefore it is fair to say that 
once all those games are played we will 
see a substantial improvement. To date 
the Under 16’s have only played 7 
league games out of a total of 20 for 
the Season.

Under 12’s - 5th in Div 12B; 
Under 14’s - 8th in Div 14B; 
Under 15’s - 3rd in Div 15B; 
Under 16’s - 10th in Div 16B;

Playing 
away at Godmanchester on 7th Febru- 
ary the Under 12’s recorded a 3 - 2 
victory against a team which had only 
conceded 9 goals in ten previous games. 
On 13th February the Under 8 Mini - 
League team played at Cherry Hinton 
and also chalked-up a 3 - 2 win. 

The social scene continues to thrive, 
as anyone who attended the sell-out 
Valentine’s Disco on 6th February will 
confirm. It is a long time since our last 
sell-out and a combination of ticket, bar 
and raffle sales generated well over 
£700 for the Colts funds. A grateful 
committee sends its thanks to all who 
attended and contributed to a very suc- 
cessful evening.

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New Council Tax for South Cambs. residents 

Councillors at South Cambridgeshire District Council have agreed to charge a council tax of £50 (for a Band D progam 
occupied by two or more adults) for the coming financial year and have expressed their aim of maintaining at this same i, 
the following two years. The charge will be the first the District Council has levied upon its residents in six years. 

The District Council provides South Cambridgeshire with a wide range of services including refuse collection, street cleans- 
ing, housing, environmental health services, planning and conservation, sports, arts and crime reduction. Over the last six years 
these services have been financially provided for residents from grant support and subsidy from the authority’s balances and 
reserves. 

Councillor Richard Summerfield, Chairman of the Finance, Resources and Staffing Committee explained, “South Cam- » 
bridgeshire District Council is a debt free authority - one of only a few in the country. Over the last six years we haven’t needed : 


, 


to make a council tax charge, but our financial reserves cannot last forever. : 

“For three years we were able to save residents money by setting a minus amount, which meant we subsidised charges 
levied by the other precepting bodies by £16.41 (for a Band D property). For three years after that we simply charged 
nothing. 

“Reserves are now running low, external grant support has gone down and our overall level of spending, in-line with 
providing a standard level of service, has increased. 

This increase in spending is also in line with the Standard Spending Assessment (SSA), which is a central government 
benchmark on how much we should be spending, and which has also gone up slightly for the first time in six years. 

“Our figures show what we should be charging £85 per year (for a Band D property), but thankfully the Council is still able 
to draw from its reserves to make up this level. Councillors have therefore voted to phase in the tax at a sustainable level. 

“The costs work out to approximately 96p per week (for a Band D property) and we are still well below the amounts being 
charged by other local authorities in the county.” 

The Council Tax bill is arrived at by adding the requirements of Cambridgeshire County Council, Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority, and Parishes to the District figure. South Cambridgeshire District Council is the billing authority for all the charges 
and the new charges will take effect from April 1999.
